the bundling of industrial and labor problems is being worked out here by 
coni'mjitlccs operating under the Wage and Hour Division of the Department 


flbor' 
These arc the industry committees 


-©which are preparing minimum wage 


j recommendations for Administrator 


Andrews. 


Under the wage-hour act, the pres- 


ent minimum is 25 cents an hour. This 
is to be stepped up automatically to 30 
cents next October, and in!945 is to ad- 
vance to 40 cents. The industry com- 
mittees are trying to work out scales 
som'ewhero between the 30-ccnt level 
of next October and the 40-cent level 
of 1945, so that 1945 will not bring too 
great and sudden dislocation to low- 
wage industries. 


So far, seven of these committees 


have gone into operation, and two 
have submitted their recommenda- 
tions, The committee for the cotton, 
silk, rayon, and synthetic textile in- 
dustry has called for a 32'^-cent rate, 
and the woolen textile committee has 
come out for 30 cents. Committees now 
holding sessions are those for the 
apparel, hosiery, hats, millinery, and 
boot and shoe industries. 


Machinery Is Significant 


When Commissioner Andrews re- 


ceives a committee recommendation, 
ho maay approve it and embody the 
recommended rate in a wage order. 
That rate then becomes the legal min- 
imum wage for that industry until 1940. 
The commissioner may send the re- 
port back to the committee for re- 
vision, or he may set up a new com- 
'm'ittee and start a fresh. He cannot, 
however, make changes in the recom- 
mendation himself. 


Now the mere fact that some 1,G45,000 


workers are employed in the industries 
for which committees have already 
been selected Is not the striking thing 
about this venture, nor is the fact that 
approximately 133,000 will receive wage 
increases; under the two recommenda- 
tions already made—if those recom- 
mendations get Andrews' approval. 


What is really significant is the kind 


of operation which the Wage and Hour 
Division is attempting. 


Each indusltry committee must by 


law, consist of an equal number of 
Representatives from each o fthree dif- , 
'fei(ent*tgroups--employers, •emplbyesr *v 
and the public. The representatives' 
' 


are chosen * by the. Wage and Hour 
Division. 


For groundwork, the committee is 


given statistics and economic data 
prepared by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. This material is pretty ex- 
tensive; for the textiles committee, for 
instance, it comprised a 154-page print- 
ed book containing an extremely de- 
tailed cross-section study of the whole 
industry, 


Everybody Participates 


This digested, the committee calls 


witnesses—workers, retailers, whole- 
salers, economists, heads of trade asso- 
ciations, und so on. Then the em- 
ployer and employe members of the 
committee speak their minds. In the 
end, after a tremendous amount of in- 
formal discussion, argument, and cross- 
questioning, the committee votes on 
the various wage rates which have 
been suggested until the majority is 
able to agree on one. 


Several things arc happening here. 


For one, capital and labor are getting 
another lesson in the art of sitting 
down around a council table and going 
over their problems, seeing each oth- 
er's point of view and looking at the 
industry as a whole. 


For another, the fact that the gen- 


eral public lias an equal concern in 
these problems with capital and labor 
is getting practical recognition. For 
still another, the responsibility which 
rests on the consuming public is being 
stressed—its responsibility, that is, in

Cancer Danger Can Be Reduced By Intelligent 


Watchfulness 


If a man is over 40, ho has one chance 


in eight or ton of Succumbing to can- 
cer. In women over 40 the chance is 
even more serious. This does not 
mean that cancer is increasing. It 
merely Weans that more of us are liv- 
ing longer, and that cancer is essen- 
tially a disease of advanced years. 


Moreover, there is no use in worry- 


ing about tlie fact that cancer may be 
responsible for the deatlis of more peo- 
ple now than used to die of this dis- 
ease. H is much beller to be intelli- 
gent nnd to make up your mind to help 
the doctor to find cancer in its early 
stages when it can be brought under 
control. 


First remember that false modesty 


may pi-event the prompt reporting of 
personal -:ymploms which are intimate. 
Such false modestv 'may thus menace 
life itself. 


Second, make up your mind to have 


an examination at least once each year 
after you have passed -10. 


Third, make up your mind to know 


more about cancer. 


If you do not have easy access to in- 


formation, write to the American So- 
ciety for tlie Control of Cancer in New 
York City at 330 Madison Avenue. This 
society has material freely available 
for all who arc interested enough to 
ask Cor it. 


Concerning the details of the pre- 


vention of cancer Dr. Clarence C. Little 
has summarized a few simple rules: 


1. Form and maintain habits of 


mouth hygiene. Wash 
the mouth, 


clean the teeth and gums. Remove or 
correct jagged teeth. Correct all arti- 
ficial denture that presses, rubs or 
chafes. If smoking irritates your lip 
or tongue, stop it temporarily or per- 
manently if necessary. 


2. Discuss with your doctor the ad- 


visability of removing warts or moles, 
especially deeply pigmented ones and 
those that are rubbed or irritated by 
clothing or during shaving. 


3. Keep the skin clean and pro- 


tected from undue or excessively pro- 
longed exposure to sun and wind. 


4. Do not abuse your stomach. Avoid 


extremely hot food, overeating or any 
type of food or drink that causes dis- 
tress. 


5. Establish and maintain regular 


habits of emptying th^ bowels; avoid 
constipation. 


6. Avoid tight clothing which rubs 


or chafes, especially brassieres which

A Novel Marches \VI(h Hiirjroync 


You would have to coVnb nit history 


for another story combining the com- 
edy and the tragedy that marked the 
fateful march of the British down from 


Canndn through the American wilder- 
ness in 177?. Thnt was a march intend- 
ed to deliver the final smashing blow 
at colonial rebellion, but it turned oxit 
instead the Most decisive victory for 
the colonists, in tho war. 


Many thinjis hampered the British, 


of course, including total imfamiliarity 
With the terrain, cartloads of cham- 
pagne nnd boudoir furniture and finnl- 
ly hundreds of women. The British 
moreover never did gel their orders 
straightened out. So you can imagine 
the scene, and if you can't, Bruce Lan- 
caster does it for you in n novel as 
colorful as the gaudy British uniforms 
themselves,

What Lancaster has done is tell the 


story from the English viewpoint. He 
picks out a handsome young Hessian 


mercenary in command of some of 
"Gentleman Johnny's" lumbering guns, 
and through him traces the wliole fan- 
tastic march from the taking of Tlcon- 
derofia to the final blood and thunder 
ul Benninglotn nnd Freeman's Fni\iv. 
There are some incomparable scenes 
nnd Lancaster seems to have done am- 
ple justice lo most of them. 


But it is this new lack, this telling 


of the story from Burgoyne's blunder- 
ing side thai distinguishes the book. 
There is a minimum of fiction in the 
scene that new characters are created, 
chronologies are changed. You have 
Kurt Ahrens' love story, of course, but 
beyond that Lancaster slicks scrupul- 
ously close to the facts. You feel Ihnl 
even the most ardent British historian 
could find no fault with the record. 


All in all, then, "Guns of Burgoyne" 


is a welcome adidtlon to the growing 
I'ist of American historical novels. Cer- 
tainly there have been none Vnlire ex- 
citing, and it is as well-written as 
most .-P. G. F.

Why was this facl of the resurrec- 


|tion so important to Paul? 
Why 


should the love of Christ, whom which 
Paul said nothing could separate ^ilm 
not have been for Paul a sufficient 
motive, apart altogether from the 
question of the resurrection? I think 
the answer is found in the fact that 
the resurrection was, for Paul, the 
great evidence of the conquering pow- 
er of love. 


Paul was not engaged in a losing 


cause. He saw in the world the great 
struggle between the forces of un- 
righteousness and truth. Jesus Christ 
was the supreme leader in this battle 
of love against hate, of right against 
| wrong, as He was the supreme revealer 
| of the eternal love of God which for 
Paul was at the center and soul of 
all tilings and in the goal of all human 
destiny. 


Without the resurrection there was 


no assurance that these forces of love 
and truth would win. The fact and 
symbol of the conquest of life over 
dealh, of love over hate, of right over 
wrong, were the first fruits of the res- 
urrection. 


It is not easy to fight in a losing 


cause, especially if one has the as- 
surance of permanent defeat. 
One 


may lose a battle or give his life 
bravely and willingly in battle, if he 
knows that his is the cause that will 
ultimately triumph. Paul's faith in the 
eternal power of love and in the 
eternal power of love and in the 
eternal right of justice would prob- 
ably have been asked if he had not 
believed 
that 
these 
things 
were 


stronger than evil and that they 
would prevail. The resurrection of 
Jesus was the symbol and the proof of 
this triumph of right 


1.1 was this that Paul meant when 


he said* "M we have onjy hoped in 
Christ in this life, we are of all men 


most pitiable." What is noble about 
suffering and sacrifice if it is all to no 
avail? It was not at all a matter of 
living a right life and doing good in 
the hope of a certain reward. It was 
rather a question if the power of right 
itself. 


Has Paul's faith in the resurrection 


been vindicated in history? Would it 
have been possible for the Church to 
have lived and achieved what it has 
accomplished if there had not been 
plain assurance that the Christ, in 
whom men have placed their failh, is 
living and not dead? 


It is this conviction lhat has been 


the power and strength of the Church, 


as it was the power and .strength of 
Paul. Christians are not following a 
Christ who is dead and gone, but u 
Christ of the living present who is 
still leading on.

Managers and players who join with

crimes against the State and so ig- 
lominious and barbarous that no Ro- 
man citizen was put to death in this 
lanner.

•efused to drink the drugged wine 
.hat some touch of mercy permitted the 
soldiers to offer him. 


He would not yield possession of him 


self, or let his mind grow, cloudy, 
whatever the agony in store. 


no danger of insurrection from such 


source. 
But the chief priests, who were 


Jesus' real enemies and were deter- 
mined to see that he did not escape, 
began accusing him of many things. 
To all these charges, Jesus continued 
to maintain perfect silence, so Mark, 
the earliest Gospel, tells the story. 


Pilate tried another plan. It was 


a custom to release a prisoner each 
year at festival time—one whom the 
populace should choose. Perhaps the 
people would rescue Jesus from hi.s 
accusers, if he proposed to release 
him to them. 


But the priests headed him off from 


this plan by sirring up the mob to 
cry out for anther prisoner—another 
Jesus; in fact, Jesus Bar Abbas—who 
had. been thrown in prison for murder 
committed durhig an insurrection. 


And so they cried out, "Release 


Bar Abbas!" 


When Pilate replied, "What about 


Jesus of Nazareth?" they shouted: 
"Let him be crucified!" 


And so Pilate yielded. He made no 


Over his .head they tacked up, 


as the description of his crime. "This 
is Jesus of Nazareth, King of the 
Jews." 


The guard ot the cross that dark 


Friday afternoon was no doubt sur- 
prised that Jesus died so soon. Most 
victims lingered for days. But Jesus 
died in six hours. 


Loving hands took his body down 


from the cross, wrapped it hastily in 
fresh linen and laid it in a newly made 
grave in the rock nearby. Across the 
opening a stone was rolled to close it 
and prevent marauders or enemies 
from disturbing the remains of the 
revered teacher.

Some distance away certain women 


disciples watched what was going on. 
They had followed him, along with 
their husbands, brothers, or sons from 
Galilee; and now, women-like, they 
prepared to do the last sad duties for 
the departed. Spices they would bring, 
and ointments, as soon as the Sabbath 
(from sundown Friday to sundown 
Saturday) was past, and prepare the 
body for permanent burial. 


And so they came, "early on the first

Dickson was shot to death here Thurs- 
day night by special agents of the Fed- 
eral Burcneu of Investigation as he 
grabbed for two heavy revolvers in his 
pockets. A tip sent officers to the 
shabby hamburger stand where Dick- 
son wa seating. 


"Stick em up," shouted Gerald B. 


Norris, local chief of the F. B. I., as 
Dickson walked out of the cafe. "We're 
federal agents and you're under ar- 
rest," Norris added, his men closing in 
on the Mid-Western desperado. 


Dickson's hands flashed toward his 


guns, but a hail of slugs cut him down. 


As in the death of notorious John 


Dillingcr, a woman was credited by 
witnesses with having trapped Dick- 
son. 
Bystanders said a "woman in 


brown" accompanied Dickson into the 
hamburger stand. 


As the young outlaw walked out, an- 


other "custc'm,er" said to the woman in 
brown, "Was that the right man?"
